Dr. Otto Dietrich, press 


chief of the Nazi party, also was 
there, as well as Dr. Karl Boemer, 
head of the Press Department of 
Cultural Chief Alfred Rosenberg's 
foreign political office. 


Hitler greeted me. in the doorway 


and shook my hand, asking imme- 
diately whether I needed an auto- 
mobile for my return. I replied that 
Boemer and I had come by sleigh 
despite a snowstorm and thorough- 
ly enjoyed the magnificent view of 
the Bavarian Alps. 


It took an hour to climb the thou- 


sand feet from Berchtesgaden to 
Hitler's home. It is perched on the 
mountainside, flush with a small 
road. 
A lone steel-helmeted S. S. 


Guard in a white bear-skin, warned 
of our coming by the sound of our 
sleigh-bells, inquired into our busi- 
ness and immediately allowed us to 
proceed. 


The brief moment of waiting was 


sufficient to glimpse the panoramic 
scenery and we were conducted into 
the house by Hitler's adjutant, Wil- 
helm Brueckner. 


Away from the iron-bound for- 


mality of the Wilhelmstrasse, the 
chancellor seems completely at ease. 
In his Alpine home, he made his 
guests .feel equally at home with 
himself 


He laughed heartily with Goering 


over some incidents I related to him 
concerning the Saar, where I spent 
four days including last Sunday, 
when the 
fateful vote was • cast. 


Both he and Goering were eager 
for impressions brought from tMere 
oy a neutral observer. 


"But what do you think of the 


plebiscite results, Herr Reichschan- 
cellor?" I asked finally. 


Plebiscite Result 


"The plebiscite result," he said, 


'fills me as well as every single one 
of my collaborators with everlasting 
pride for the German people. 


"It is at the same time a subse- 


quent condemnation of the Versail- 
es. treaty that is of veritable his- 
;orical importance. 
For in this 


;reaty, this territory was torn away 
'rom Germany with the assertion 
ihat in it lived 150,000 Frenchmen.' 


"After 15 years of mastery by the 


League of Nations, that is to say in- 
deed by France, it has been estab- 
ished that not 150,000, but hardly 
2,000 Frenchmen live in this terri- 
ory. 


"In any one thousand Saar in- 


labitants, one does not find even 
our Frenchmen. Can one be aston- 
shed that a treaty which was built 
upon such untrue arguments cannot 
iring to' mankind happiness and 
ilessing." 


"Well," I asked, "will the social 


Democrats, communists and other 
Saar inhabitants as well as non- 
fazis who may have voted for. Ger- 
many have anything to fear in the 
uture- because of their previous po- 
itical attitude?" 


"I began my battle for Germany 


10 years ago with six men — that is 
to say, my struggle for the German 
people," Hicler said. "The number 
of my followers, and therewith the 
followers of the Nazi movement in 
the present-day state have risen to 
about 39,000,000. 


"Do you believe that all these hu- 


man beings did not formerly have 
party adherence of aonie kind? No, 
they all at one time belonged to 
some sort of movement, 


"Painfully and slowly they were 


won over to the National Socialist 
idea. And this struggle for the soul 
of our people we will not give up 
even today. 


"We never have asked what an 


individual was in the earlier days 
but only what he wants to be today. 
Thus we have succeeded in dissolv- 
ing the German parties which fought 
each other in building up the 'Volks- 
gemeinschaft.' 


"In this unity of the German peo- 


ple, there are living today former 
communists and former adherents of 
the Centrists (Catholics) . engaged in 
a common struggle for the national 
state, the new Reich. 


"Part of this Reich, however, is 


Saar territory, and part of our peo- 
ple are its inhabitants." 


I then put a vital question: 


Relations With France. 


' "You declared, Herr Reichskanzler, 
that after the Saar question was 
settled the last obstacle to friendly 
relations with France will have been 
removed. 
Have you in mind, in 


view of your constant pursuance of 
this goal in the interest of world 
peace, a concrete plan?" 


Hitler looked at me square in the 


eyes and set himself as for a sud- 
den and determined battle. 


"I have often declared," he said 


with heightening voice and doubled 
fist, "that after the return of the 
Saar, Germany will not put before 
France any other territorial claims. 


"I now before the whole world 


in an obligatory sense repeat this 
declaration. 


"This is historically seen a heavy 


renunciation which I state herewith 
ir- the name of the German people. 
I do it in order that through this 
most heavy sacrifice we may con- 
tribute to the 
peace of Europe. 


More one cannot ask from Ger- 
many." 


Hitler paused as if gathering fresh 


breath and then continued: 


"It is now up to the rest of the 


world to follow the example of such 
a decision. But neither I nor the 
new German Reich will ever consent 


I to diminution of the rights ol our 
people. We shall always be peace- 


plans for stabilization of peace In 
Europe." 


"A last question, Herr Reichskanz- 
ler. Have you, after your great Saar 
victory, anything to say of particu- 
la interest to the people of Amer- 
ica?" . 


"I have only one single plan to 


put before the American nation," he 
said. "Millions of American citizens 
have heard and read for years and 
particularly during the last few 
months about the Saar question Just 
the opposite of that which was man- 
ifested in the (free and open plebi- 
scite. 


I would be happy if one would 


recognize this order, and also that 
not one word should be believed in 
the future of the professional and 
international fountain-poisoners and 
agitators amongst our emigrants. 


"In the same manner as they lied 


about the Saar, so they lie about 
Germany, and therewith mislead 
practically the whole world. 


"The American people should be- 


lieve only what eye-witnesses say 
about Germany and as many Amer- 
icans as possible should come to us 
to build their own picture of this 
state whose regime today is support- 
ed by the largest majority imagin- 
able." 


The parting was as informal as 


my arrival, with both Hitler and 
Goering assuring us a car would be 
at our disposal for the long passage 
down the mountains in case of need. 
Bells tolled gently in Berchtesgaden 
as we left the cottage behind.

Dr. Otto Dietrich, press 
chief of the Nazi party, also was 
there, as well as Dr. Karl Boemer, 
head of the Press Department of 
Cultural Chief Alfred Rosenberg’s 
foreign political office. 
Hitler greeted me in the doorway 
and 6hook my hand, asking imme­ 
diately whether I needed an auto­ 
mobile for my return. I replied that 
Boemer and I had come by sleigh 
despite a snowstorm and thorough­ 
ly enjoyed the magnificent view of 
the Bavarian Alps. 
It took an hour to climb the thou­ 
sand feet from Berchtesgaden to 
Hitler’s home. It is perched on the 
mountainside, flush with a small 
road. 
A lone steel-helmeted S. S. 
guard in a white bear-skin. warned 
of our coming by the sound of our 
sleigh-bells, inquired into our busi­ 
ness and immediately allowed us to 
proceed. 
The brief moment of waiting was 
¡sufficient to glimpse the panoramic 
scenery and we were conducted into 
the house by Hitler’s adjutant, Wil­ 
helm Brueckner. 
Away from the iron-bound for­ 
mality of the Wilhclmstrasse, the 
chancellor seems completely at ease. 
In his Alpine home, he made his 
guests feel equally at home with 
himself. 
He laughed heartily with Goering 
ovei some incidents I related to him 
concerning the Saar, where I spent 
four days including last Sunday, 
when the fateful vote was cast. 
Both he and Goering were eager 
for impressions brought from there 
by a neutral observer. 
“But what do you think of the 
plebiscite results, Herr Reichschan­ 
cellor?” I asked finally. 
Plebiscite Result 
“The plebiscite result,” he said, 
“fills me as well as every single one 
of my collaborators with everlasting 
pride for the German people. 
“It is at the same time a subse­ 
quent condemnation of the Versail­ 
les treaty th at is of veritable his­ 
torical importance. 
For in this 
treaty, this territory was tom away 
from Germany with the assertion 
that in it lived 150,000 Frenchmen. 
“After 15 years of mastery by the 
League of Nations, that is to say in­ 
deed by France, it has been estab­ 
lished th at not 150.000, but hardly 
2,000 Frenchmen live in this terri­ 
tory. 
“In any one thousand Saar in­ 
habitants, one does not find even 
four Frenchmen. Can one be aston­ 
ished th at a treaty which was built 
upon such untrue arguments cannot 
bring to mankind happiness and 
blessing.” 
“Well,” I asked, “will the social 
Democrats, communists and other 
j Saar inhabitants as well as non- 
Nazis who may have voted for G er­ 
many have anything to fear in the 
future because of their previous po­ 
litical attitude?”

Administration,

same kind of a building survey 
will he conducted in the county 
outside of New Castle, as has 
been under way in the city for 
the past two months; The dis- 
trict includes all of Lawrence 
county outside of New Castle 
and Ellwood City, both of which 
•now have their own units of the 
Federal Homsing Administration. 
The project has received the ap- 


proval of'the RWD and 
Marcus 


Feuchtwanger. who has been ad- 
ministrative chairman of the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration in New 
Castle, has received word of his ap- 
pointment as Director for Lawrence 
county. 


Employ Workers From District 
Mr. Feuchtwanger 
has 
already 


started work on the setting up of 
the county unit, under the same 
plan as has been worked out by him 
in the city. 
Investigators 
from 
the 
various 


townships and boroughs will be em- 
ployed on the survey for the Better 
Housing Campaign, in the particu- 
lar districts in which they provide. 
It is the wish of the 
department 


that these white-collar jobs be so 
distributed so as to diminish' the 
number of families on the relief roll, 
and this wish will be carried out in 
the local'FHA office. 


In giving this employment, it is 


expected that many will be able to 
pay off their county and local taxes 
and thus benefit the county, town- 
ship, and borough. 


The project will give employment 


to approximately 75 persons, 
Mr. 


Feuchtwanger stated today, in ad- 
dition to the same 
number now 


employed on the city survey. The 
names of the prospective persons to 
conduct this survey will be certified 
by the state and Federal Employ- 
ment Relief office here. 


This-survey is expected to result 


in a vigorous building 
campaign 


throughout the entire county. The 
revival of the building industry will 
do more than anything else at the 
present time to restore prosperity, 
the Federal Housing Administration 
believes. 


Director Feuchtwanger asks that 


the canvassers be received courte- 
ously, as it is the least that home 
owners can do to help make 
the 


building campaign a success, there- 
by giving a larger number of people 
employment in repairing, moderniz- 
ing and erecting new homes. 


It i.s expected to have the project 


under way in another week as the 
setup is all ready and it will only be 
necessary to have the people who 
will work on the project, certified 
by the state employment office here 
and have them approved by the 
Federal Housing Administration.

Plebiscite Result 


"The plebiscite result," he said, 


"fills me as well as every single one 
of my collaborators with everlasting 
pride for the German people. 


"It is at the same time a subse- 


quent condemnation of the Versail- 
les treaty that is of veritable his- 
torical importance. 
For in this 


treaty, this territory was torn away 
from Germany with the assertion 
that in it- lived 150,000 Frenchmen. 


"After 15 years of mastery by the 


League of Nations, that is to say In- 
deed by France, it has been estab- 
lished that not 150,000, but hardly 
2,000 Frenchmen live in this terri- 
tory. 


"In tiny one thousand Saar In- 


habitants, one does not find even 
[our 
Frenchmen. Can one be aston- 


ished that & treaty which was built 
upon such untrue arguments cannot 
bring to mankind happiness and 
blessing."

"I began my battle for Germany 


IB years ago with six men—that is 
to say, my struggle for the German 
people," Hitler said. "The number 
of my followers, and therewith the 
followers of the Nazi movement in 
the present-day state have risen to 
about 39,000,000. 


"Do you believe that all these hu- 


man beings did not formerly have 
party adherence of some kind? No, 
they all at one time belonged to 
some sort of movement. 


"Painfully and slowly they were 


won over to the National Socialist 
idea. And this struggle for the soul 
of our people we will not give up 
even today. 


"We never have asked what an 


individual was in the earlier days 
but only what he wants to be today. 
Thus we have succeeded in dissolv- 
ing the German parties which fought 
each other in building up the 'Volks- 
gemeinschaft.' 


"In this unity of the German peo- 


ple, there are living today former 
:ommunists and former adherents of 
the Centrists (Catholics), engaged in 
a common struggle for the national 
state, the new Reich. 


"Part of this Heich, however, is 


Saar territory, and part of our peo- 
ple are its inhabitants." 


I then put a vital question: 


Eolations With France. 


1 "You declared, Herr Reichskanzler, 


that after the Saar question was 
settled the last obstacle to friendly 
relations with France will have been 
removed. 
Have you in mind, in 


view of your constant pursuance of 
this goal in the interest of world 
peace, a concrete plan?" 


Hitler looked at me square in the 


eyes and set himself as for a sud- 
den and determined battle. 


"I have often declared," he said 


with heightening voice and doubled 
fist, "that after the return of the 
Saar, Germany will not put before 
France any other territorial claims. 


"I now before the whole world 


in an obligatory sense repeat this 
declaration. 


"This is historically seen a heavy 


renunciation which I state herewith 
ir. the name of the German people. 
I do it in order that through this 
most heavy sacrifice we may con- 
tribute to the 
peace of Europe. 


More one cannot ask from Ger- 
many." 


Hitler paused as if gathering fresh 


breath and then continued: 


"It is now up to the rest of the 


world to follow the example of such 
a decision. But neither I nor the 
new German Reich will ever consent 
to diminution of the rights of our 
people. We shall always be peace- 
loving but under no circumstances 
whatever at the cost of our honor. 


"We are willing to make a great 


sacrifice, but we will never renounce 
our independence. 


"We reject every definition be- 


tween oral and material equality, for 
there is only one equality, and that 


plans for stabilization of peace in 
Europe." 


"A last question, Herr Reichskanz- 


ler. Have you, after your great Saai 
victory, anything to say of particu- 
is interest to the people of Amer- 
ica?" 


"I have only one single plan to 


put before the American nation," he 
said. "Millions of American citizens 
have heard and read for years anc 
particularly during the last few 
months about the Saar question jusi 
the opposite of that which was man- 
ifested in the 'free and open plebi- 
scite. 


I would he happy if one would 


recognize this order and also that 
not one word should be believed in 
the future of the professional anc 
international fountain-poisoners am 
agitators amongst our emigrants. 


"In the same manner as they liec 


about the Saar, so they lie about 
Germany, and therewith mislead 
practically the whole world. 


"The American people should be- 


lieve only -what eye-witnesses say 
about Germany and as many Amer- 
icans as possible should come to us 
to build their own picture of this 
state whose regime today is support- 
ed by the largest majority imagin- 
able."

do we should have an annual saving 
of over $600,000. The Chambersburg 
plant is city owned. 


The cost to the citizens of Grove 


City is 852,000 lower, for the same 
amount of electric!'./, than in New 
Castle, or $8.66 less per year for each 
man, woman and child in that town. 


In Ellwood City, where they buy 


their electricity and distribute it 
themselves, the saving is about $100,- 
000 per year over New Castle for do- 
mestic and commercial consumption 
only. Wholesale current would cost 
us less than Ellwood and our saving 
would be greater in proportion. 


Outside of Pennsylvania we find 


differences even more impressive. 
For instance, if the people in Spring- 
field, 111., a town of 75,000, were 
forced to pay the same rate as we 
pa;- here it would cost them $900.000 
more annually for their electric bill. 
We are just about two-thirds as 
large as Springfield. 
And in an 


average of 20 cities, comparable in 
size to New Castle, with municipal 
plants, the cost per inhabitant 'is 
ovor ten dollars per year less than 
in New Castle. 
These cities are 


scattered 
all over the 
country. 


Among them we name Hagerstown, 
Md., Orlando and Jacksonville. Fla., 
Lansing, Mich., Pasadena, Cal., and 
Tacoma, Wash. 


It is on the basis of our survey, of 


whic'- the above is but a small part, 
that we believe that with our own 
distribution plant the citizens of New 
Castle can save at least half a mil- 
lion dollars annually on their elec- 
trical bill. 


But even this large saving, wel- 


come as it would be, is not the most 
important consideration. 
If New 


Castle is to have any measure of 
prosperity in the future we must 
have new industries to replace the j 
ones we have lost. When times are I 
back to normal over the country, in 
the cities as a rule there will be suf- I 
ficient employment for our citizens. 
But such is not the case here. With 
all the work we can expect from our 
industries .there will still be a great 
many out of a job. 


By far the best way to secure new 


industries, as well as to help our 
present ones, is to provide them with 
cheap electric power. For illustra- 
tion, we are satisfied that with its 


] o\vn distribution system New Castle 
could cut the power rates for such 
industries as the Blair Strip Steel, 
the National Radiator, the Universal 
and Shenango Potteries, the John- 
son Bronze Co. from 35 to 40 per 
cent. The city would be interested 
in furnishing power at the lowest 
possible rate so as to encourage, 
steady operation of existing plants 
and the securing of new ones, it be- 
ing plainly seen that jobs for our 
people are the primary essential 
rather than profit on power. The 
utilities on the contrary, are always 
primarily interested in profits and 
dividends, charging all the traffic 
will bear.
